Phil, the gorilla, often called 


‘| the most valuable animal in 


captivity, died today in his in- 
ner cage at the St. Louis Zoo. 

The huge animal had been 
ill since Oct. 18, apparently the 
victim of an intestinal parasite. 
From a normal weight of 600 
pounds, Phil had dropped to 
less than 500 pounds and had 
practically stopped eating. 

George P. Vierheller, Zoo 
director, said, “He was one of 
my great pals.” Vierheller gave 
up hope yesterday when Phil 
refused water as well as food. 

“He was very, very slug- 
gish,” the Zoo director said. 
“He went into his inner cage 
during the night and ‘just lay 
there.” 

An attendant looked in on 
Phil at 6:30 a.m. today and 
found him still alive. 
30 minutes later, the attendant

Phil outlived the other 
three, including his first mate, 
Mattite, that died in August 
1948. Phil’s deaih leaves the 
Zoo with four other young 
gorillas. 


Good-Natured Animal. 


| For most of his life here, 
Phil was a good-natured, even 
| playful animal. His only serious 
illness until this year was an 
attack of pneumonia in 1948. 
| With the help of penicillin, he 
regained robust health. 

| In August, 1954, the Zoo pur- 
| chased a scale for Phil so that 
| viewers could follow his weight 
| progress. Phil then weighed 
about 550 pounds and needed 
| to gain only a few pounds to 
|pass the weight of Bushman, 
| the gorilla at Lincoln Park Zoo 
‘in Chicago. 

| Phil, a candy and soda pop 
fancier, gobbled about 22 
| pounds of vegetables and two 
| gallons of milk a day in his 
prime. His favorite plaything

It was a 
party ticket called “List of 
Republican Defense and So- 
cial Interest” in the barricaded 
town of Setif in the heart of 
the rebel - infested Kabylie 
mountains. 

Although 20 per cent of the 
returns are still to come, no 
major changes in the result are 
expected.

President. 

Jaime Torres Bodet, ambassa- 
dor to France and Mexican 
representative to the United 
Nations, was appointed minis- 
ter of education. The new head 
of the nationalized oil indus- 
try is Pascual Gutierrez Rol- 
den, prominent’ industrialist 
and head ef Mexico's largest 
steel mills. He is known as a 
friend to industry. 

Aside from Mello, the cabi- 
net contained few well known 
public figures.

There is a real agp 4 
that St. Louis children of the 
present generation may absorb | 
dangerous amounts of radio- 
active strontium in their bones 
because of nuclear tests, Barry 
Commoner, professor of plant 
physiology at Washington Uni- 
versity, said last night. 

At another meeting earlier 
yesterday, Arthur H. Compton, 
Nobel prize-winning physicist 
and former chancellor of the 
university, opposed a resolu- 
tion calling for an end to nu- 
clear tests and said the hazards 
from fallout had been ‘‘exag- 
gerated” in St. Louis discus- | 
sions. 

Commoner made it clear last | | 
night that St. Louis area milk, 
which for unknown reasons 
has the highest strontium-90 
levels in the nation, still ed 
less than a quarter of the leve 
now officially regarded as n= 
by scientists. | 


Points to Revisions. 


However, Commoner empha- | 
RKized that the Atomic Energy | 


e wrong or overly optimistic 
in a number of its statements 
concerning nuclear fallout dur- 
ing the last two years. The 
trend, he said, has been to 
ynake upward revisions of orig- 
inal estimates on _ radiation 
danger. 

It could very well turn out, 
Commoner told an audience of 
3150 persons at the university's 

chool of Medicine, that the 

‘maximum permissible concen- 
tration” considered safe for 
strontium-90 will prove four or 
five times too high. 

In any case, Commoner said, 
children now are absorbing in 
their bones quantities of a ra- 
dioactive material that was not 
present in man’s environment 
before nuclear tests started. He 
warned that an increase in 

‘ cases of bone cancer and leu- 
kemia, a blood cancer, may be 
the consequence. 

Commoner and Dr. Eric 
Reiss, a specialist in bone me- 
tabolism on the medical school 
faculty, were speakers at a 
meeting sponsored by the 
Greater St. Louis Citizens’ 
Committee for Nuclear Infor- 
mation. 

Food, Grass Contaminated. 


It was explained that radio- | 
active strontium and other 
products, including Carbon-14, 
are spewed high above the 
earth by nuclear blasts. They 
are caught up by wind cur- 
rents and gradually deposited 
in fallout, contaminating grass 
and getting into food. 

Dr. Reiss said scientists, re- 
gardless of how they might 
feel about the political and 
moral question of halting nu- 
clear tests, were agreed that 
radiation hazards to human 
health were “very real.” He 
discussed the way in which 
bones of growing children ab- 
sorb strontium and calcium. 

Former Chancellor Compton 
took part in a symposium at 
which speakers expressed 
diverse viewpoints on a reso- 
lution proposed by the Metro- 
politan Church Federation's 
Commission on International 
Justice and Good Will.

SO FEW FOOD SECTIONS between now and Christmas, 
and so many ideas for entertaining to share with you—it really 
isn’t a day too soon to start planning your menus for holiday 
parties..And when you start this pleasant task, what is the first 
thing that comes to mind? Chances are it is appetizers, since 


they are an important part of 
many types of parties. 

One of the newest ideas for 
those who do not serve cock- 
tails is the custom of Petit Cafe 
to fill in that wonderful, re- 
laxed hour before dinner. This 
is simply hot, black coffee in 
demitasse cups; the goodly 
brew will stimulate not only 
appetites, but lively conversa- 
tion as well. = 

You will want something to 
serve ‘with Petit Cafe—per- 
haps crisp carrot curls and 
celery, and such simple hors 
d’oeuvres as Pickeled Mush- 
rooms and hot Cheddar Ha’ 
Pennies. The mushrooms re- 
quire little preparation; they 
are marinated for 24 hours and 
served cold on cocktail picks. 
The Ha’ Pennies are tangy 
cheese wafers, served hot and 
crumbly, a perfect complement 
to the coffee. 


To make American-style 
demitasse, use your favorite 
coffee pot with half again as 
much coffee as usual to the 
regular a’aount of water. 


Pickled Mushrooms. 


Two cans (six ounces each) 
broiled mushroom crowns.

What Downtown Needs 


It is true that the alternatives 
you pose in your editorial of Nov. 
25 are both “dreary”: Subsidized 
parking, or further decline of 
downtown. . It is not true, how- 
ever, that these are the only al- 
ternatives, and subsidized park- 
ing may not even be a real alter- 
native to downtown's decline. 


The complex of structures and 
spaces we call “downtown” 
evolved because it facilitated the 
exchange of goods and services 
between people. Downtown will 
survive as long as it permits these 
functions to be performed more 
efficiently than other functions 
which compete for the same land, 
when efficiency is measured in 
terms of willingness to pay for 
space. 

. . 

Lack of cheap parking in the 
commercial core may be an in- 
convenience, but it’s also a sign 
that there's life in the ol’ town 
yet. If the day comes when you 
can park free behind Famous-Barr 
to buy a pair of shoelaces, it will 
be too late to worry about what's 
become of downtown. 


Cheap and plentiful parking 
can never be provided downtown, 
if the existing density of com- 
mercial floor space is. maintained. 
Floor space in the 44 blocks com- 
prising the core now averages 
more than five times the land 
area underlying the structures. 
Developers of outlying shopping 
centers now provide parking area 
equal to three or four times the 
floor space. 


Even if half the land down- 
town were devoted to parking, it 
would necessitate garages fifteen 
to twenty stories high to provide 
the-same ratio. Then it would 
take ‘about six hours to fill the 
garages, over existing streets, and 
another six hours to empty them. 
In between, we could all go to 
lunch, perhaps.

If downtown survives as a high- 
density commercial area—and it 
is by no means inevitable that it 
survive—it will be because a way 
has been found to provide an effi- 
cient system of mass transit, 
rather than ample parking. 


Subsidized improvement of pub- 
lic transit would benefit down- 
town in three ways: It would re- 
duce traffic congestion; it would 
free existing parking space for 
those who must drive; it would 
maké downtown more accessible 
to those who cannot drive. 


As downtown cannot exist with- 
out mass transit, improvement of 
the system would thus bentfit 
everyone who uses downtown, 
drivers and non-drivers alike. 
Subsidized parking. on the other 
hand, would benefit only a few, 
and provide no real solution to 
the problem of moving a large 
number of people into a small 
area in a short time. That is the 
real problem facing downtown.

The West vs. the West 


Two gestures have been made, one clear 
and one not so clear, to overcome the break- 
down in the Common Market-Free Trade Area 
negotiations, The blame for the impasse was 
put on De Gaulle and his desire to win inordi- 
nate authority for France. That he does have 
such a streak of patriotic pride was shown by 
his proposal of a three-power directorate— 
the United States, Britain and France—for 
NATO. 

But he has now joined West German Chan- 
cellor Adenauer in suggesting a “multilateral 
association” between the six Common Market 
nations—France, Germany, Italy and Benelux 
—and the Free Trade nations, headed by 
Great Britain. Just what this means is not 
clear, but it should get the talks started again. 


Even more helpful should be the Common 
Market decision to extend to the 11 European 
nations in the Free Trade group the 10 per 
cent tariff cut about to go into effect. It is 
clear that this is a courtesy, not the establish- 
ment of a policy which would make similar 
favors automatic. But it is a substantial ges- 
ture which also should help toward. agree- 
ment. And agreement is vital to the grand al- 
liance of the West, especially with Russia so 


_eager for its collapse. 


The Common Market, the new economic 
union of France, Germany, Italy and the Bene- 
lux countries, comes into effect Jan. 1 with 
a mutual reduction in tariffs, import quotas 
and the like. It is to result, in a decade or so, 
in a free market embracing almost all of con- 
tinental Europe. Further, the six-nation com- 
bine will maintain a common schedule of 
tariffs against non-members. 

Britain, accustomed to selling on the con- 
tinent, has been concerned from the beginning. 
Yet London feels that because of the prefer- 
ences granted each other by the Common- 
wealth countries, it can-net join the Common 
Market. Therefore it proposes an 11-member 
Free Trade Area with favored relations with 
the Common Market. After a year of unsatis- 
factory negotiations, Paris insists that London 
is asking for the advantages of the Common 
Market without accepting its obligations. 


Renewed discussions should not ignore eco- 
nomic réalities. France naturally prefers a 
protectionist policy while Britain prefers free 
trade. But the reasons for these preferences 
do not mean that the negotiations must de- 
generate into competition for individual ad- 
vantage. The basis of the evolving European 
economic pattern is co-operation. The Com- 
mon Market itself is a matter of advantages 
and disadvantages: Its members are sure to 
argue with each other about details as it be- 
comes more and more inclusive, but they are 
convinced that in the end it will be greatly 
to the advantage of all. The same attitude 
is essential to a relationship with the Free 
Trade Area. 

The British, of course, know this. It is 
their Commonwealth relationship—the old 
“empire preferences’—which makes matters 
difficult. Yet a satisfactory arrangement must 
be worked out since an economic struggle be- 
tween two great Western blocs—the Common 
Market and the Commonwealth—would be a 
most serious threat to continued co-operation 
in the political and military fields. 


In Behalf of the Bissell House 


The St. Louis Citizens Council on Housing 
and Community Planning has done something 
eminently worthwhile in indorsing the move- 
ment to preserve the Lewis Bissell mansion, 
threatened by the Mark Twain Expressway. 
As the formal statement of the community 
group says, this fine.old structure “is recog- 
nized by eminent authorities as an outstand- 
ing example of early nineteenth century St. 
Louis architecture.” 

A solution is not at all impossible. It is to 
go ahead with the Mark Twain Expressway, 
since the St. Louis area, obviously is in ur- 
gent need of new traffic arteries; and at the 
Same time, to preserve by moving if neces- 
sary, or by slight accommodation at the site, 
such as the construction of a protective re- 
taining wall, the 128-year-old Bissell mansion. 


Fortunately the Missouri State Highway 
Commission has taken under friendly consid- 
eration appeals in behalf of these few surviv- 
ing architectural links to the St. Louis of a 
more leisurely if not more cultivated day.

New Phase at Geneva 

Encouraging word comes from Geneva that 
the conference on nuclear testing has begun 
drafting a proposed treaty barring tests and 
setting up a control system. It is still-a long 
way to agreement and longer still to ratifi- 
cation and putting a treaty into operation. 
But the sparring-for-position phase of the 
conference appears to have ended and the 
working phase to have begun. 

This is a welcome advance, which empha- 
sizes the need for concentrating Western 


energies upon a supreme effort to negotiate’ 


a nuclear treaty. Everything should give way 
to that—including Senator Gore’s recent pro- 
posal for a unilateral suspension of tests 
above ground, International action to sus- 
pend all tests is clearly preferable if it can 
be obtained, The Gore plan should be re- 
sorted to only if and when the effort for a 
treaty fails, and only after it has been re- 
lieved of such loopholes as the proposal to 
except from suspension tests “for peaceful 
purposes.” 

It ig interesting that persistent defenders 
of nuclear testing, such as Dr. Arthur H. 
Compton, are now rallying behind the Gore 
plan. They appear to agree at last that the 
poisoning of the atmosphere, which they once 
defended as a necessary risk, ought to stop. 
This objective should be regarded as the min- 
imum of American policy. But a comprehen- 
sive nuclear treaty should remain the first 
objective, for if this could be-managed it 
would mark a giant step toward general dis- 
armament. 


Progress in Centralia and Deeatur 


Two downstate Illinois communities have 
just decided to gain the benefits of the city 
manager system. After a spirited education- 
al campaign, voters of Decatur approved the 
council-manager type of municipal govern- 
ment, 6999 to 5942. A similar campaign in 
Centralia resulted in approval, 1701 to 1143. 
In both communities there was strong political 
opposition, but in both the voters were not 
misled by scare talk of “one man rule.” In- 
stead they were impressed by the record of 
increased efficiency and expanded services 
enjoyed by many hundreds of cities across 
the country. The spread of the manager plan 
in Illinois, and the general satisfaction with 
it, make it the more inexplicable that the 
necessary enabling statute was blocked for so 
long in the Legislature at Springfield. 


Date for Dec. 10 


It is none too soon to call attention to St. 
Louis’s forthcoming tenth anniversary observ- 
ance of the United Nations’ Declaration of 
Human Rights, Dec. 10. The meeting, in 
Assembly Hall No. 1, Kiel Auditorium, will 
have as its theme equal rights in “Public 
Accommodations.” 

That this meeting will come squarely to 
grips with the problem can be judged from 
the fact that the speakers are to include Rabbi 
Bertram Klausner, president of the St. Louis 
Rabbinical Association; Archbishop Joseph E. 
Ritter of the Roman Catholic diocese and Dr. 
©. Walter Wagner, executive secretary of the 
Metropolitan Church Federation. These same 
three church leaders of the community have 
coincidentally accepted joint positions at the 
head of a citizens committee to encourage 
the Board of Aldermen to outlaw discrimina- 
tion in eating and recreation places and ho- 
tels because of race or creed. 

Bill 165 deserves all the support these three 
outstanding churchmen can evoke. 


Court Reform in Kansas 


Kansas voters succeeded in approving a 
court reform amendment on the same day 
that voters in Illinois fell short of the re- 
quired two thirds majority for modernizing 
their court system. 

In Kansas, so the official canvass shows, 
a change that takes the selection of State Su- 
preme Court Justices out of party politics 
carried, 280,159 to 186,884. Heretofore Kan- 
sas Supreme Court members have been nomi- 
nated and slated on party tickets, campaign- 
ing for office like all other candidates. Now, 
whenever a vacancy occurs, a 13-member com- 
mission of lawyers and laymen will review 
judgeship possibilities and submit three nomi- 
nations to the Governor.

The engagement of Crown Prince Akihito 
to a commoner, Michiko Shoda, is a reminder 
that in the middle of the twentieth century 
Japan is symbolized by those medieval war- 
riors who formally fight their way around its 
vases as well as by the full panoply of mod- 
ern industry. But the engagement is a step 
toward the reconciliation of ancient traditions 
with the spirit of democracy.

Until 90 years ago fire fighting in 
the United States was conducted on 
a private enterprise basis. It was 
only after the Chicago Fire in 1871 
that full time municipally paid fire 
departments came into being gen- 
erally.

The first efforts of the insurance 
companies to offset losses from in- 
effective fire control came in 1866 
when 75 companies convened and 
organized the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. On Oct. 8, 
1871, the great Chicago fire brought 
bankruptcy to more than 100 fire 
insurance companies. It was then 
that the five-year-old National Board 
realized that the insurance com- 
panies could no longer remain sol- 
vent without professionally trained 
and properly equipped fire depart- 
ments. By 1876, 275 cities, towns, 
and villages had paid, full-time fire 
departments. 

All this came not at the insistence

When it comes to the Vienna 
Academy Chorus, which was 
heard last night at the Con- 
cordia Fieldhouse, the noun 
“chorus” is somewhat mislead- 
ing.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1 (UPI)— 
The Lowisiana State University 
Tigers, picked to finish ninth 
this year in their 12-team 
Southeastern Conference, to- 
day. were voted 1958 national 
college football champions by 
United Press  International’s 
board of coaches. 

Twenty-nine of the 35 lead- 
ing’ coaches, whose weekly rat- 
ings are highly regarded in 
college football, picked L.S.U. 
first on their final ballots. Four 
coaches cast first-place votes 
for second-ranked Iowa, one 
picked third-ranked Army for 
first and the other first-place 
vote went to the Air Force 
Academy. 

Coach Paul Dietzel’s Tigers, 
who swept through 10 games 
to emerge as the nation’s only 
major undefeated-untied team 
and gained a Sugar Bow! berth 
opposite Clemson, received a 
total of 33° points. L.S.U. thus 


fell only 19 points shy of a 4 


perfect score of 350. 


No. 1 Since Nov. 11. 

The Tigers, ignored as con- 
tenders in their own conference 
at the beginning of the season 
and ranked seventeenth in the 
early U.P.I. ratings, became 
one of the few steady teams 
in an unpredictable 1958 cam- 
paign. They were the sixth 
team to appear at the top of 
the U.P.I. ratings during the 
first eight weeks but sank their 
claws in and held on after tak- 
ing over the No. 1 spot Nov. 11. 

Louisiana State averaged 
27.5 points a game while limit- 
ing its opponents to a 5.3-point 
average.

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 1 (UPI) 
— Dock workers around the 
world began a four-day boycott 
today of ships flying “flags of 
convenience.” The boycott was 
expected to tie up about 2000 
vessels flying the flags of Pan- 
ama, Honduras and Liberia. 

The International Transport 
Workers Federation called the 
boycott to “draw attention of 
governments to the flags of 
convenience problem and to se- 
cure properly-regulated wages 
‘and working conditions on all 
such ships.” 

The federation claims 7,000,- 
000 members in 62 nations, in- 
cluding 2,000,000 American 
maritime workers, teamsters 
and longshoremen. However, 
not all nations will take part 
in the action. 

The American unions, who 
backed the action 100 per cent, 
sent out union patrol crews to 
spot the ships flying the flags 
of the nations to be boycotted. 

Union leaders said foreign 
shipowners registered their 
ships with the three nations in- 
volved for tax, labor and other 
cost-saving benefits. 


RED ARTILLERY 
POUNDS QUEMOYS 
WITH 2456 SHELLS 


TAIPEI, Formosa, Dec. ‘1 
(UPI) — Communist Chinese 
guns poured 2456 shells onto 
Quemoy and Little Quemoy 
islands today. It was the big- 
gest bombardment since Nov. 5, 


when nearly 6000 rounds were 
fired.

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COLD WAVE FOLLOWS 
HEAVY SNOW IN EAST 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1 (‘UPD— 
A bitter cold wave moved into 
the East today on the heels 
of a paralyzing snowstorm. Icy 
roads caused hundreds of traf- 
fic accidents. 

Temperatures fell to near or 
below zero in northern New 
England, to near 10 degrees 
across western Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia. Freezing 
temperatures reached to near 
the North Carolina coast. 

In--western New. York, snow 
plows bucked drifts up to six 
feet deep Sunday to free thou- 
sands of automobiles trapped 
in a near blizzard the day be- 
fore. Motorists abandoned 
about 200 automobiles along 
the New York Thruway be- 
tween Rochester and the Penn- 
sylvania state line, a distance 
of about 150 miles. 

State police and highway 
workers helped rescue stranded 
drivers who took shelter in 
service areas, state police 
buildings, motels, hotels and 
private homes. 

In Pennsylvania, about 13 
inches of snow hit the Erie 
area, blocking secondary roads 
with deep drifts. Highway 
crews kept main roads open. 

The cold weather dipped 
southward into the northern 
reaches of the Gulf Coast 
states.

Matter of Timing — Today’s Children--Their 


In Shooting Ducks 


By James A. Kearns

SEVERAL YEARS AGO I took a friend duck hunting 
at Batchtown, Ill. He was experienced with firearms but 
had never been on a hunt. 

All morning and most of the afternoon we sat in a 
bitterly cald blind without getting a shot. Whenever ducks 
did appear, they invariably headed for a blind some dis- 
tance away where someone was doing an excellent job 
with a caller. 

My friend observed this with considerable impatience 
and envy. Me didn’t believe in inactivity. 

“There's something I don’t understand,” he said. 
“When ducks settle on the water outside that other blind, 
those men jump up and shout, ‘Shoo! shoo!’ before shoot- 
ing. Why do they do that?” 

I explained that it is considered unsportsmanlike to 
kill ducks while they are on the water. The other hunters 
were giving the birds a chance to get into the air before 
firing. 

“Do you mean to say that if ducks landed in 
front of our blind, we’re supposed to give them 

a chance although we haven't had a shot al’ day?” 

he asked. 

“Certainly,” I replied, but my partner shook 
his head incredulously. 


In a short time, two mallards, coming out of nowhere, 
appeared over the back of our blind and dropped into the 
water right in front. 

Without a word, my friend grabbed his shotgun, shoved 


the barrel out of the blind and promptly killed the sitting 
ducks. 
Then he jumped up and shouted: “Shoo! Shoo!” 
With a rascally grin, he turned and said: 
“I seem to have been a little mixed up.” 


I INITIATED a brother-in-law to goose hunting. We 
were in a pit in a cornfield in southern Illinois. We agreed 
to take turns getting out of the pit to recover whatever 
birds were downed. He was to go first. 

In time, a goose approached; we fired and down it 
came. Albert clambered out of the pit but, as he ap- 
proached the big bird, it suddenly came to life and began 
running. 

Away it went, with him after it, through and over 
rows of stubble. Heads of hunters began popping up 
from pits all over the field to witness this strange sight. 


Finally, a considerable distance away, the 
wounded bird stopped. As my brother-in-law 
came panting up, it turned toward him. He found 
his first face-to-face meeting with a big Canada 
goose, a rather formidable sight. 

“I stared at the goose and it stared back,” he 
related later. “It looked real mean. I wasn’t sure 
what to do.” 


In desperation, my relative grabbed a nearby corn- 
stalk and, after a hectic battle, disposed of the bird. - 

He was a harried-looking individual when he arrived 
at the shooting pit, dragging the goose behind him. 

“Just remember,” he said, his voice somewhat edgy, 
“you go after the next goose, no matter where it drops.” 

At that moment, a flight of geese appeared overhead. 

“Down!” I shouted. Albert flattened himself on the 
ground, still clutching the goose. 

I fired and a big Canada began tumbling earthward. 
It hit the ground not two feet from the pit. I simply 
reached out and pulled it in. 

Albert picked himself up, tossed his goose into the 
pit and never said a word. I didn’t say a word, either. 
He had a shotgun.

WITH CHRISTMAS only a 
few weeks away it is none too 
soon to be thinking about the 
toys that will be under the 
tree, on the tree, or spilling 
out of stockings “hung by the 
chimney with care.” 

Besides keeping an ear 
cocked to hear what the 
youngsters are wishing for, a 
good look at the children 
themselves—little, big, or mid- 
dle-sized—will give a cue as 
to what the different ones 
are ready for. Then a look at 
the toys already on hand will 
tell where there are gaps to 
be filled. 


Chances are some toys 
will have been outgrown 
during the year and are due 
to be replaced with harder 
ones. Some, of course, will 
have been worn out. New 
interests are likely to have 
shown up as new abilities 
have developed. The young- 
ster who can put his puzzles 
together in nothing flat is 
ready for ones with more 
pieces. 


The first simple blocks of 
a few sizes and shapes which 
have satisfied until now may 
need to be supplemented with 
more varied sizes and shapes. 
Small animals, people, trucks 
and cars suggest houses, barns, 
garages, roadways and are al- 
most always a welcome addi- 
tion to building supplies. 


The youngster who is in the 
early grades of school is like- 
ly to be interested in games 
calling for use of the reading, 
arithmetic and spelling he is 
busily learning.

Monty’s Double 
Still Lives Part

The man selected to 
play Montgomery was a 
small-time actor named 
E. Clifton James, who was 
a lieutenant in the Pay 


Corps. For four months 
James, disguised as Montgomery, wore a general’s uniform, 


inspected troops and played the greatest role of his ca- 
reer. After D day he went back to the Pay Corps ,and 
probably would never have been heard from again except 
for Cmdr. Harry Butcher, Gen. Eisenhower's war-time 
naval aide. 

When James accepted the Montgomery role he signed 
a paper with MI5 that he would never men‘ion, write about, 
or reveal the deception in any way for as long as he lived. 
If he ever broke silence he would be prosecuted under the 
War Secrets act and be sent to prison.

James expected to die with his secret, but in 
Cmdr. Butcher’s book “My Three Years With 
Eisenhower,” which came out a few years after the 
war, the deception was mentioned by the com- 
mander. Once the secret was out, James requested 
permission to write his story and, since it was no 
longer a secret, permission was granted. The book 
was published under the title “I Was Monty’s Dou- 
ble,” and a film has just been made, with James 
playing Monty again. 


Now that Monty’s memoirs have come out and have 
been cooking up such a storm, some people think Lord 
Montgomery needs his double now more than he did during 
the war. There are far more generals and colonels gun- 
ning for him now then there were during the conflict, and 
Monty’s friends think it might be wise-for James to put 
back on the pay roll. 

But white Monty is going areund without even so much 
as a beret on, James still lives the role he played so admir- 
ably during the war. As a matter of fact, Monty’s memoirs 
have stirred up new interest in his double and James has 
been having a very successful speaking tour and is in de- 
mand at women’s clubs and church socials. 


We had a drink with James the other day at 
the Ritz in London, He still looks like Montgom- 
ary and is still mistaken for the general even at 
close quarters. 

“I was always a small character actor seeking 
success,” he said, “and I finally found it in World 
War II. I was a small piece of a vast pattern of 
deception, but I’m very pleased with what-I did.” 


James hasn’t met Montgomery since the war and they 
have not been in contact with each other. But in spite of 
this he still lives the part. “I lived him day and night.” 

“Do you agree with his memoirs?” 

“I suppose ‘so. I wouldn’t know anything about mili- 
tary matters.” 

It's never been printed before, but James told us he 
came back for a return performance after the war was over. 
Monty was scheduled to go down to a pageant at Chilham 
Castle for a boys’ club. At the last minute he couldn't 
make it and suggested James go in his place. 

James was called by the War Office and instructed he 
was to be Monty again. He was rushed down to the pag- 
eant, hid in a room and then at the end of the pageant was 
brought out for the guests. They cheered and screamed 
and even the Duchess of Kent applauded. 

It was James's final official performance as an imper- 
sonator and his reviews couldn't have been better. To this 
day the boys at Chilham Castle and the Duchess of Kent 
believe they saw the real Monty. The only reason we men- 
tion it now was the event took place in 1946, and most of 
the boys are men now, and don't believe in Santa Claus 
any more.

IT WAS TUNE-UP TIME 
on both sides of the footlights.

Old Stone Age Lamps

IN NORTHERN PARTS of 
the earth, the month of Decem- 
ber contains the shortest days 
of the year. This seems to be 
a good time to write a series 
on “Lighting the Night.” It 
would be a pity if we were 
without light during these long 
nights! 

People of the Old Stone Age 
were pioneers in learning to 
make and use lamps. We know 
this because of hollowed 
stones, almost flat, which have 
been found in some of the 
caves of Europe. Stone Age 
men lived in those caves, and 
their crude lamps contained 
grease; we know this because 
burned grease (animal! fat) has 
been found in certain of the 
lamps. 

It is likely that Stone Age 
men used torches before they 
made lamps of any kind. Burn- 
ing sticks or rushes must bave 
helped them light their way 
through the dark passages of 
their caves, 


The torches and lamps served 
another purpose. Pictures were 
painted on the walls of many 
caves, and the artists needed 
light for their work. Doubtless 
they asked their friends to 
stand by. with light while the 
painting was being done

where during modern times) 
were in the custom of rubbing 
wood against wood to start 
fires. It is believed that this 
was a common method during 
the Stone Age in Europe. Many 
Boy Scouts have learned to 
produce fire in this manner. 

In addition we know that 
the Cave people of Europe 
sometimes used the yellow 
metal called pyrite, or fool's 
gold, for the purpose. In sever- 
al caves, lumps or pyrite have 
been found next to pieces of 
flint. Sparks could be produced 
by striking the metal against 
the flint. 
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
